. .* Thoro has perhaps 'never been a countr 
which hns odvanced so rapidly along the pat 
of civilization, as our own. Our people ar 
accustomed to .apeak of their prosperity an 
grcntncss, in .language which might seem ex 
trnvogant and exaggerated. But the mos 
exaggerated terms of praise can scarce ox 
ccod the reality. Littlo moro' than half a 
century has elapsed sinco tho population wa 
to be found chiefly Along tho Atlantic coast 
To tho westward stretched nn expansive con 
(incut, with its ilnrl; and silent forcsU, it 
broad prairies, pastures only for the wander 
ing buffalo, nnd its mighty lakes nnd riven 
rolling their burden of waters toward tho sea 
yet bearing no vessel save tho bail; and bub 
Lle-liku cnnoo of tho red man. Now this i 
nil changed. The sunlight scarce pursue 
darkness around tho earth moro rapidly, thai 
civilization, with its evil and its good, ha 
swept across iho fncu of this continent.— 
Whuro tho foiesfa stood, tlio waving grain 
now gives its increase lo tho tillor of the soil 
thousands of cnttlu graze upon the prairies 
from which tho buffalo IIAS fled; cities am 
villngos hnvo sprung up us if by iho influence) 
of Iho enchanter's wand ; hundreds of steam 
ers nnd thousands of vessel*, rush through thu 
waters of Iho rivers nnd tho hikes ; nnd frou 
thu Atlantic to tho Mississippi, a net-work o 
railways covers the earth, iilong which tho lo 
comotivcs thunder, howling and shrieking like 
wounded demons, nnd dragging nftcr then 
thu various products of a great commerc-h 
and iigriculturul people. 
At tho tamo rate 


of progress, the next euntury will see the 
continent of North America inhnbited bj 
more than two hundred millions of people 
whoso happiness must greatly depend upon 
thu policy now adopted in tho legislation o 
this country. 


Civilization, as it hns heretofore been dovol 


oped, has produced many blessings for mnn 
kind, and also great nnd uiiinifold evils. I 
has fuvorcd nnd elevated power and wealth 
and has crushed nnd trmnpled down tho poor 
Monopolies have been created,—class leglsla 
tion, giving the profits of industry to tho cap!' 
(alisl, and littlubut hard toil, cold nnd hunger 
to Ilia hi borer, has been tho rulo, nnd just ani 
equal legislation thu exception. And instead 
of developing thu highest improvement ami 
happiness of mankind, civilization has hereto- 
fore presented thu sorrowful picture of ener- 
vating luxury and wealth, on'the one hand 
and squalid poverty and destitution, on the 
other. 


In tho Old World thoso results nro more 


plainly seen, than in tho New. 
Hero tho 


vast amount of unoccupied lands, and tho 
freedom of our institutions, havo, ns yet, pre- 
vented them from becoming so apparent.— 
Yet, even hero, they nro beginning lo appear 
[n the most thickly populated parts of our 
country, and especially in our great cities, an 
aristocracy of wealth, nnd n serfdom of pov- 
erty, nro being formed. 
Cnpitnl hns been 


favored and labor depressed; and if the pres- 
ent policy shall bo continued until this conti- 
nent is as illicitly settled ns nonio of tho old 
countries of Europe, it will produce here, n 
condition as unjust, oppressive, and unequal, 
ns exists there. Thoso who havo cxnmincd 
tho causes which have produced 10 great in 
equality between tho conditions of tho cnpi 
:alials and tho laborers, ns society hns hereto 
foro presented, havo found that it has arisen 
ram tho fact, thai the former, have been al- 
lowed to speculate in, nnd monopolize the 
earth, tho common heritage of all. By pos- 
sessing and controlling tho soil, and shutting 
out the laborer from an opportunity lo labor 
for himself, capital has placed him at its mer- 
cy, and compelled him lo labor for it, for a 
baro subsistence. Tlio evils of this monopoly 
hnvo not been so croat in this country, as in 
Europe, as wo havo alrcndy observed. But 
evils, and great evils, have resulted from it 
litre; nnd, if left unchecked, those evils will 
increase, with tho inci easing population of tho 
country. 


To prevent these evils, to promote tho hap- 


piness and elevation nnd to protect tho right 
of all, a new policy has been proposed.' That 
policy is the policy of Land Limitation. Its 
object is to .secure to every human being 
enough of tho roil for n subsistence; thus 
rendering the laborer independent, and-pla- 
cing within . tho reach of all n comfortable 
home, and the means of progressing in virtue; 
intelligence and happiness. Thoso who ndvo- 
culo this, believe it to bo founded, .not only 
on the natural r'ghta of individuals, but upon 
a wise, fur-seeing, und humane policy. Such 
's our belief. And now tho question arises, 
whether the granting of the public lands in 
argo quantities to Railroad Companies, does 
not conflict with the Policy wo advocate, and 
require from us nnd from all Land Reformer* 
an earnest and decided opposition ? 
Wo 


think it does, and for the following reasons: . 


It places immense- tracts of lands,in tho 


bands of thoso corporations. And by issuing 
securities upon them'to raise the moans' to 
build their roads, and by.afterward paying off 
tho obligations from the profits of the roads, 
thoso companies might retain tho lands; thus 
creating vast monopolies, and gi ving'tbem tho 
sources of enormous wealth and power, to the 
njury of the Interests nnd welfare of tho la- 
borer.

They tend to injure the Stale, by raisin 


tho prico of these lands, nnd thus driving"em 
grnlion onward, to tho land owned by th 
Government, and preventing these tract 
from being settled nnd improved as soon a 
they otherwise would be. 


For these reasons, nnd chiefly because w 


believe they will produce n monopoly of th 
soil, nnd put off much longer the dny whe 
every landleps man^ may seek him out a rest 
ing-placo upon tho bosom of his mother cnrtl 
where ho and his family may enjoy tlin pleas 
urcs of an independent and virtuous home 
we oppose tho grants of lands to Riiilroa 
Companies. By wUo foresight tho evils 
laud monopoly may bo prevented in thi 
country. But if wo wait until our continen 
is crowded with people, on whom this monop 
oly has weighed for centuries, producing al 
its catalogue of evils, then the only remed) 
will bo found in thoso mighty convulsions 
which occur when the oppressed masses, rising 
in despair, shatter thu bonds which havo bourn 
them, and put forth those wild nnd frnnziui 
struggles which upheave the foundations o 
society and leave exintim; institutions- pros 
trato and in ruins.

all necessary water, nnd kenp careful wale!

other waters, so that no ono could furnisl

Tho whole 
listory of tho world shows that sanguinary 
punishments increase crime, and ^murder is 
:io exception. Though hanging is and has 
liucn tho general rulu in Christendom, yet 
there have buen some exceptions, and in no 
case where thn gallows has beim dispensed 
with, has murder incruiiAcd, while in some it 
lias been perceptibly diminished. Those stub- 
born fucU overthrow tho philosophy of tho 
Callows and send its friends back to theology. 
Here, tint chapter and verse of tho Bible hav- 
ing failed them, proving, if any thing, alto- 
•other too muuh, they resort to the metaphys- 
ics of the science. The vital principle of the 
received and dominant theology is ftar; 
" holl-firu" is what holds the world In obedi- 
ence to God. Now if you discard fear as tho 
consorativo principle in human government!!, 
and niako them wixer than GodV, you dam- 
age the vital principle of theology. 
Therefore 


the unspeakably horriulo in human govern- 
ment mint be preserved in order to preserve 
tliu unalterably dreadful in tho divine govern- 
ment. If tlii-t it not thu principal foundation 
on which tho gallows now rests, wo are griev- 
ously mistaken, and convinced would gladly 
acknowudgo our error.

ed by choking murderers to death, is simply 
adsurd.
